end beautiful Marilyn Monroe, a 
glamorous symbol of the gay, ex­ 
citing life of Hollywood, died 
tragically Sunday. 
Her body was found nude in 
bed, a probable suicide. She was 
86. 
Clutched Telephone 
The long-troubled star clutched 
a telephone in one hand. An emp­ 
ty bottle of sleeping pills was 
nearby. 
Miss Monroe, fired from her 
last movie, had been in seclusion 
for weeks at her rambling Span- 
ish-style bungalow in Brentwood. 
At midnight her housekeeper, Eu­ 
nice Murray, noticed a light in 
the actress’ bedroom. 
The light was still on at 3 a m . 
and Mrs. Murray got no answer 
when she called to her mistress 
and knocked on the door. It was 
locked. Alarmed, she called Miss 
Monroe’s physician, Dr. Ralph 
Greenson. 
Found Her Dead 
He arrived and broke a bed­ 
room window with a fireplace 
poker. He entered the room and 
found Miss Monroe in bed, face 
down. He said later she appeared 
to be dead, but he called another 
physician. Dr. Hyman Engelberg. 
The latter pronounced her dead 
and summoned police at 4:20 
a.m. 
They told police Sgt. Joseph 
Clemens that she was in bed nude, 
the covers pulled up to her neck. 
In her hand was a telephone, 
which was off the hook. On the 
table next to the bed were numer­ 
ous bottles, including an empty 
container of nembutal, a drug to 
induce sleep. 
Police said no notes were found. 
A coroner’s representative said an 
early investigation indicated sui­ 
cide. 
Shortly thereafter, an autopsy 
was held, but county Coroner 
Theodore Curphey said results 
were inconclusive. 
“We do know it was not a nat­ 
ural death," he said, “but further 
tests will have to be made." 
He said it may take several 
days before it can be determined 
how she died. 
Miss Monroe’s attorney, Milton 
Ruden, appeared at the home and 
said he had spoken to her Friday 
night to discuss a meeting Mon­ 
day. 
Good Spirits 
“She seemed in good enough 
spirits," he said. “Naturally she 
felt very bad that she was not 
able to finish the movie, ’Some­ 
thing’s Got to Give.’ 
“We were still negotiating to re- 
aume the picture and she was 
happy about that possibility.” 
The actress had been depressed 
ainee she was fired from the film 
In June by the studio where she 
rose to fame, 20th Century-Fox. 
The studio dismissed her and 
ailed for $2 million damages. It 
claimed she was malingering. She 


said she had been 111. Arriving 
late, sometimes by hours, was not 
uncommon to Marilyn. She always 
before had been forgiven tor 
tardiness. 
In a curious throwback to her 
early fame as a calendar girt, she 
had performed a nude swimming 
scene for the film. 
In recent weeks there had been 
reports the film might resume, 
with Miss Monroe playing oppo­ 
site Paul Newman. Her original 
costar, Dean Martin, was unavail­ 
able. 
No word came from Miss Mon­ 
roe during the stormy weeks fol­ 
lowing her firing. 
Her ade appearance in print 
was a Life magazine article last 
week. She didn’t discuss the con­ 
tract dispute, hut she did reveal 
some of her inner turmoil. 
Of the stresses of fame she 
said: “Everybody is always tug­ 
ging at you. They’d all like sort 
of a chunk of you. They kind of 
like to take pieces out of you. I 
don’t think they realize it, but it's 
like ‘grrr do this, grr do that.” 
But you do want to stay intact— 
and on two feet."

Soviet Resumes 
Nuclear Testing 


UPPSALA, Sweden (AP) — Hie 
Soviet Union exploded a big nu­ 
clear bomb high in the atmos­ 
phere Sunday. 
Swedish scientists estimated it 
to be in the 40-megaton range, 
second only to the Soviet 50-ton 
bomb set off last fall. A Norwegi­ 
an scientist said his instruments 
showed only that it was smaller 
than that one and U.S. officials 
would say only that It was “in 
the megaton range.** 
20-Megaton Range 
The blast was estimated to be 
in the 20-megaton range by the 
Japanese Meteorological Agency. 
Whatever the size, the blast 
carried out Premier Khrushchev’s 
threat to resume testing in retal­ 
iation for U.S. Pacific tests. 
Uppsala University’s Seismolog­ 
ical Institute, which classed the 
blast as in the range of 40 million 
tons of TNT, said it occurred at 
a higher altitude than the Sovi­ 
et series of 1961, which was cli­ 
maxed by the superbomb. 
Recordings at the institute in­ 
dicated the test was carried out 
at 
the 
Soviet 
atomic testing 
ground on the island of Novaya 
Zemlya, in Siberia, about 1,350 
miles east of Uppsala. 
In Washington, the State De­ 
partment deplored Soviet resump- 
* hon of atmospheric testing as a 
“ somber episode." In Japan, only 
nation to feel the wrath of an 
atomic bomb In wartime, a gov­ 
ernment spokesman said the new 
Soviet testing ‘is regrettable for 
world peace." 
The big blast appeared to have 
kicked off a new round of Soviet 
military naneuvers in the far 
north,

ons. 
The Soviet Foreign Ministry re­ 
fused to comment on the report 
of a new test, and tight security 
blanketed fee military maneuvers 
in the Arctic Circle.

She learned early that she was 
attractive.

Seeking es­ 
cape, she entered a hasty war­ 
time m arriage at 16 with an air­ 
craft worker named Jim Dough­ 
erty, now a Los Angeles police­ 
man. 
When he went into the merchant 
marine, she got a job as a paint 
sprayer in a war plant. Their 
mariage never was resumed and 
she got a divorce in 1946. 
She was developing into an un­ 
usually attractive young woman. 
A photographer recognized this 
and took some shots of her at the 
war plant. 
This led to a modeling course 
in which she learned to bleach 
her brown hair, lower her voice 
and smile. But the teacher failed 
to correct her curious, double­ 
jointed walk, and it was later to 
help build her fame. 
Her success as a model brought 
the imitable movie offers. She 
took one at 20th Century-Fox, 
where talent scout Ben Lyon gave 
her a new name. 
Her First Film 
Her first film was “Scudda Hoo, 
Scudda Hay,” and she had one 
line: “Hello." It was later cut. 
In our last, interview before she 
was fired from “Something’s Got 
to Give," she recalled those early 
days: “I was fired from Fox at 
22 and fired from Columbia at 23. 
They told me I should go home. 
I told them I WAS home: I lived 
here! ” 
She 
giggled 
and continued 
“Then came ‘Asphalt Jungle’ and 
‘All Aholt Eve.' (Darryl) Zanuck 
signed me to a contract because 
he decided I had a third dimen 
sion— and this was before 3D. He 
thought it had something to do 
wife sex, but he wasn’t sure what 
it was.” 
Mono© Buildup 
But the Monroe buildup was one 
of the greatest in Hollywood his­ 
tory. Oddly, it was largely self- 
propelling, with only a nudge from 
press agents. 
When it was revealed that she 
had posed in the nude for calen­ 
dar art during her hungry years, 
she feared the news would destroy 
her career. Far from it. The re­ 
velation only added to her legend, 
and in later years she happily 
autographed copies of the pose, 
which had been printed millions 
of times. 
Mainly it was Marilyn herself 
who sailed her career ahead. She 
sparkled in interviews, tossing off 
wisecracks 
that 
were 
quoted 
everywhere. 
When asked what she had on 
when she posed for the calendar, 
she replied: “The radio.” 
Marilyn’s value as a movie 
draw caught up wife her publicity 
in films like “Niagara," “Gentle­ 
men Prefer Blondes” and “How 
to Marry a Millionaire.” 
Now she was on top, and she 
was to stay there until her death 
Sunday. Everything she did was 
news, every facet of her personal­ 
ity was analyzed. Her paralyzing 
tardiness drew special attention. 
Never On Time 
She couldn’t be on time. 
She 
might keep an interviewer wait 
ing an hour or two while she was 
in the next room. 
Her tardiness on movie sets 
grew worse as her career pro­ 
gressed. 
Her filing from “Something’s 
Got to Give" was the first time 
any studio had taken disciplinary 
action against her. 
Her second and third marriages 
were marked by headlines. She 
fell in love with the laconic base­ 
ball great Joe DiMaggio and they 
were married in 1954. The mar' 
riage lasted wily nine months and 
she sued for divorce, saying he 
was uncommunicative. 
Moved To New York 
In the late 1950s she became un­

Saturday ap­ 
proved award of a gold medal 
and citation to Dr. Frances O. 
Kelsey, the medical officer of the 
Food and Drug Administration 
who refused approval of thalido­ 
mide for human use in this coun­ 
try. 
The President said in a letter 
to Eastland feat protection of the 
American people against unsafe 
and worthless drugs is a source 
of great concern.

At the core of the conflict are 
British demands for protection for 
Canadian, Australian and New 
Zealand farm exports after Brit­ 
ain becomes a partner in the 
trade alliance that has revolution­ 
ized Europe* economy* 


Conference sources in Brussels 
said an attempt by France to 
t ike over the role of the Com­ 
monwealth 
countries, 
Britain’s 
traditional food suppliers, is at 
the bottom of the snag in the ne­ 
gotiations. 
The talks are not due to re­ 
sume before next October, and 
one 
legate, Dutch Economics 
Minister Jan de Pews, said in 
Brussels that the stalemate would 
make Britain’s entry into the 
Common Market impossible be­ 
fore Jan. I, 1964.

were not installed Friday because: 
It was quitting time and the crew 
intended to finish the job the fol­ 
lowing Monday. 
O'Hara said the foreman re­ 
ported the tracks were not out of 
align and they were securely an­ 
chored. 
Blam ed On Track 
The railroad has blamed the 
crash on track out of alignment, 
c a u s e d b y t h e maintenance 
gang's failure to install enough 
track anchors. 
O’Hara said tile utility commis­ 
sion so far has been unable to 
confirm the cause of the crash as 
stated by the railroad. 
O'Hara said the commission’s 
investigation 
showed two other 
trains passed over the track prior 
to the Harrisburg to Philadelphia 
baseball special which was wreck­ 
ed. Five car* of the nine-car spe­ 
cial were derailed and three of 
them tumbled into the shallow 
Susquehanna River, (hie of those

W hy Hesitate? 


It became evident lo a couple of Con­ 
gressmen several years ago that in­ 
come tax rate reform was necessary if 
the United States was to maintain a 
high rate of economic growth. So, Heps. 
A. S. Herlong Jr., (D.Fla.) and Howard 
If. Baker (R., Term.) introduced the 
Herlong-Baker bills. 
Now nearly everyone is beginning to 
realize that our high tax rates are slow­ 
ing down growth and causing continued 
unemployment. Administration spokes­ 
men have been particularly vocal on 
this point lately. 
To meet the needs for a beginning to 
rate reform that can be managed 
cklv by Congress, Reps. Herlong and 
lei* now have introduced a simplified 
version of their original proposal. 
It 
would carry out their original idea 
five-years of step-by-step lowering 
personal and corporate tax rates, I 
would not in one bill adjust gift and es­ 
tate and capital gains taxes, or depreci­ 
ation treatment. 
This new Herlong-Baker bill would 
give everyone at least a 25 percent re-

duction in his personal taxes over Ave 
years, and top tax rates on individuals 
and corporations would be reduced in 
the same period to 42 percent. 


One of the prime reasons that the 
Herlong-Baker approach to income tax 
rate reform is superior to other propos­ 
als is that it protects the Federal Gov­ 
ernment from sudden large losses of 
revenue, and resulting large deficits. 


The Congressmen estimate that Fed­ 
eral tax collections would fall only about 
a billion dollars in 1963, and during 
1964 the rate reductions would cost $3.7 
billion—on paper. But the surge of 
economic growth that would happen, 
raising the taxable incomes of both in­ 
dividuals and corporations, would wipe 
out part of this paper loss quickly, and 
all of it eventually. In a few years, the 
Federal Government 
would 
receive 
more revenue under the new lower rates 
that it could have expected under the 
present high ones. 


There is agreement that taxes must 
be cut. This is the way to reduce them. 


Railroad Ingenuity 


Not all railroad passenger service is 
giving up the ghost while the road 
presidents wring their hands, protest­ 
ing that they have *no other choice. 
Some roads are doing what other busi­ 
ness men do, trying new attractions to 
bring in trade. 
Thus the Reading Railroad has l>een 
running weekly Iron 
Horse 
Rambles 
from Philadelphia to points of interest 
such as Gettysburg. They do not merely 
let their passengers get on board and 
then forget about them. Every seat is 
provided 
with 
souvenirs, 
extensive 
schedules and historical notes. 
When 
the train passes rare types of locomo­ 


tiv e s, it stops to allow picture-taking. A 
bus tour of the Gettysburg battlefield is 
included in the trip to that area. 
The Nickel [Mate railroad has been 
holding mystery trips, the destiny re­ 
maining unrevealed 
after 
tantalizing 
hints as to the attractions to be offered. 
On these trips, too, the line caters to 
passenger comfort. 
These illustrations are cited as ways 
in which railroads can acquire good will. 
Many similar devices might be tried. 
Some of the lines that fret most about 
loss of passengers ought to take a clos­ 
er look at what is being done elsewhere.

A New Twist 


It Is generally assumed thnt 
the Civil Liberties Union exists 
to 
protect 
the 
constitutional 
rights of American citizens from 
the tyranny of officialdom and 
there is plenty of that. In fact, 
the Civil Liberties Union might 
look 
into 
the 
prosecution of 
cases by rumor and innuendo 
until the atmosphere of guilt is 
established where there is no 
evidence of guilt. However, I 
have before me a letter ad­ 
dressed to Representative Don 
L. Short in the course of which 
he is taken to task by Richard 
Humphreys, Chairman 
of the 
Milwaukee unit of the Civil Lib­ 
erties Union, for the following 
reason: 


“You indicare that your blood 
w as boiling on this occasion be­ 
cause Judge Robert Miech of 
the 
Milwaukee 
County 
court 
system had upheld a fine im­ 
posed on a union member who 
had failed to attend three out of 
five meetings as required by 
the union’s constitution and by­ 
laws. 
Your 
remarks 
indicate 
that you are particularly dis­ 
turbed because the union’s meet­ 
ings, which are held on Sunday 
mornings, interfere with church 
attendance by the union mem­ 
ber involved.” 


The facts are that the union 
meetings were held on Sunday 
that the non-attending member 
was fined by the union and that 
a court of law did uphold the 
union fine, thus becoming the 
legal arm of the union. 


Humphreys argues thus: 
"No matter of conscience was 
involved in this case other than 
the union member’s unwilling­ 
ness to pay a fine for failure to 
attend the required number of 
union meetings. As far as this 
union member was concerned 
the meetings could have been 
held any day of the week and 
she still could have complained 
about paying the fine. 
"The issue of church attend­ 
ance came up after the matter 
had been settled and then only 
when 
a 
reporter of 
dubious 
credibility decided that injection 
of this issue would add a ‘human 
interest’ twist to the story.” 
Tf the member was unwilling 
to pay the union imposed fine, 
this was strictly a matter be­ 
tween the union and its m em ­ 
ber. Do our courts exist to en­ 
force the decisions of private 
organizations? Humphrey's ex­ 
planation seem s to me specious. 
How can he possibly know what 
is in the heart and rn ind of 
another person? How docs he 
know that the person in question 
does not prefer to go to church 
on Sunday rather than to a un­ 
ion meeting? 


I have carefully read the cor­ 
respondence between Congress­ 
man Short and Richard Humph­ 
reys and wonder precisely what 
business it is of the Civil Liber­ 
ties Union unless it were to in­ 
vestigate why a public court 
upheld a union fine. That could 
be tyranny. That could be the 


use of a .secular arm In a matter 
involving a private organization, 
which a labor union is. 


This is the fundamental ques­ 
tion in the Benson case. The 
union preferred to meet on Sun­ 
day; Mrs. Benson preferred to 
go to church on Sunday. She had 
inalienable rights to do as she 
chose. 'Hie union should recog­ 
nize that religion is a matter of 
conscience and that if a person 
wants to go to church, the union 
should not Interfere. If a union 
wants to meet on Sunday, why 
not in the afternoon after church 
hours? An accommodation can 
always be made by sensible 
men. The holding of meetings 
during church hours can be an 
imposition on a member just as 
it would be an imposition to 
hold a meeting on Yom Kippur 
or a meeting on Good Friday. 
A little gentility is always in 
order, even among labor offi­ 
cials.

emm ental activities during the 
war, together with the fact that 
high employment had reduced 
public assistance requirements 
to a minimum, the states found 
themselves with substantial sur­ 
pluses. At no time, however, 
had the public demand for more 
and 
improved services dimin­ 
ished and these demands began 
to be felt with renewed vigor 
upon the cessation of hostilities. 
In response to this demand 
Pennsylvania, like 
her 
sister 
states, embarked on a series of 
programs which, with the ex­ 
ception of only one fiscal period 
from 1947 to 1959 resulted in 
each administration spending in 
each 
biennium, 
more 
money 
than it collected in revenues. 
This spending pattern, how­ 
ever, resulted only in what may 
be termed “operational deficits” 
up until 1949-51. Because of the 
wartime 
accumulated 
surplus, 
each biennium finished with a 
surplus, reduced in amount from 
ihe surplus with which it started 
by the amount by which ex­ 
penditures 
exceeded 
revenues 
during the biennium. 
The net m u lt of these prac­ 
tices could be termed an “op­ 
erational deficit” but an “abso­ 
lute surplus.” 
At the end of the 1949-51 bien­ 
nium, this happy state of affairs 
changed drastically. 
While the level of demand for 
public services did not diminish, 
in fact it increased, the accumu­ 
lated surplus disappeared, and 
Pennsylvania found itself with 
an absolute deficit for the first 
time since the second World 
War. 
Obviously this condition was 
brought exclusively as a result 
of the financial operations of the 
administration during which i t 
occurred. The pattern had been 
set during the past administra­ 
tions which had been l u c k y 
enough to have had the accumu­ 
lated surplus to cover it. 
From 1951 through the 1957-39 
biennium, the state experienced 
an increase in its “absolute” 
deficit which reflected a con­ 
tinuation of “operating deficits” 
and on May 31, 1959 (the end of 
the biennium! the accumulated 
deficit stood at $141,947,990. 
However, at that point a dra­ 
matic reversal took place. Dur­ 
ing the 1959-61 
biennium, the 
state acoomplishfd an “opera­ 
tion” 
surplus 
of 
$108,720,129 
which had the result of reducing 
the absolute accumulated deficit 
to $33,227,861 by May 30 of 1961. 
During the fiscal period 1961- 
62, the “operating” s u r p l u s 
amounted to $19,926,571. Thus, 
the state commenced the 1962-63 
fiscal year with an accumulated 
surplus of $16.6 million and a 
budget which is both balanced 
and realistic. 
In analyzing the financial op­ 
erations of the state since World 
War II, it is, of course, too 
simple and unrealistic to assign 
the reason for the deficits which 
had accumulated up to 1959 all 
to one factor. Obviously pres­ 
sures by Hie public both organ­ 
ized 
and 
unorganized 
to 
in­ 
crease and expand state service* 
and programs were undeniable. 
Moreover, no reasonable person 
can blanket these demands with 
th? cloak of unnecessary spend­ 
ing. No social organism whether 
It be a private business or the 
State Government can hope to 
stand still in time: it can only 
p logic ss or regress.

Under him, considerable 
work was done particularly on 
the General Motors case. 
Primary purpose of this action 
is to break up GM’s complex of 
passenger car divisions; 
that 
Is, compel the corporation to di» 
vewt itself of all but one of these 
divisions. 
Bicks' time-table called for this 
far-reaching prosecution to be 
filed by February of this year.

Anti-Trust Division 
had 
the 
case 
ready by that date, 
with a recommendation that it 
be instituted forthwith.

Is Osteomyelitis 
Curable?

DEAR DOCTOR: 
After 
an 
auto accident, our son developed 
osieomyelitis in one leg. Will it 
drain all his life or is there 
hope ? 
Mrs. N. L. (Conn.) 
Dear Mrs. L.: Definitely hope! 
Modem 
surgery 
and 
miracle 
drugs can control most bone in­ 
fection — osteomyelitis. 
Osteomyelitis 
begins 
when 
germs settle on a jagged broken 
bone poking through the skin or 
when some injury lowers resist­ 
ance and germs in your circula­ 
tion find a bony soft spot. 
Germs seep into your system 
from boils, sore throats, abscess­ 
ed teeth and so on. Often you 
can’t find the port of entry. 
The germs are funneled Into 
rich marrow. A growing abscess 
eats away bono and eventually 
breaks through.. 
Smoldering Infection 
.Soon new bone forms — but 
with openings through which in­ 
fected bony 
fragments drain. 
Now osteomyelitis becomes a 
smoldering infection which flares 
up whenever drainage stops. 
Osteomyelitis strikes children 
with fierce pain and tenderness. 
You can barely move the arm or 
leg. It swells and may resemble 
an ordinary sprain or break. 
In 
babies, 
osteomyelitis at­ 
tacks with the fury of a life­ 
threatening infection. Fever sky­ 


rockets and Baby grows weak.

intestine* 
may 
erupt. 
Osteomyelitis sneaks 
up on 
adults like a smoldering infec­ 
tion that gradually eats away 
strength. Pain and swelling come 
later.

X-rays don’t help much. Os­ 
teomyelitis doesn’t show up un­ 
til it s too late to head off a 
bony abscess. 
If the germs are found in the 
circulation or infected drainage, 
tests can pinpoint the best germ- 
killer. Usually it’s penicillin. 
You need giant doses until the 
temperature’s 
norma! 
for 
a 
whole week. Don’t expect a nor­ 
m al temperature the day after 
treatment begins. Osteomyelitis 
heals slowly. 
No miracle drug can 
work 
when dead infected bone 
re­ 
mains. The surgeon has to dig 
out every tiny fragment to in­ 
sure healing. 
Then 
drainage 
stops and new* bone strengthens. 
And hopes and prayers are 
answered as osteomyelitis fades 
into memory!

ON THE GRIDDLE — Repre­ 
sentative Rooney bluntly raised 
this issue with Assistant Attorn­ 
ey General Lee Loevinger, head 
of the Anti-Trust Division, when 
he appeared before the Appro­ 
priations Subcommittee on funds 
for his agency. 
Gting detailed figures, Rooney 
stated they showed a far better 
Republican anti-trust record than 
Democratic. 
The veteran Brooklyn legisla­ 
tor made it pointedly clear he 
thinks the Justice Department is 
now dragging its feet on vigorous 
anti-trust enforcement and should 
bestir itself. He left no doubt 
as to the purpose of his sharp 
prodding. 
“How do you explain the dif­ 
ference between the record of 
what was done under Birks and 
what has happened since then?” 
demanded Rooney. “Under him, 
in that fiscal year, 36 anti-trust 
oases were won. In a virtually 
similar period, you have won 
only two cases.'* 
“We have been .settling more 
cases by consent decree,” con­ 
tended Loevinger. “I call your 
attention to the very significant 
fact that we have collected $3 
million in fines.” 
“I’m speaking about criminal 
cases,” .snapped Rooney. 
“Of Bicks’ 36 criminal cases,” 
retorted Loevinger, “19 were the 
Philadelphia electrical price-fix­ 
ing cases.” 
“What of It.” declared Roon­ 
ey. “Regardless of what cases 
they were, they were anti-trust 
cases that the government won. 
Bicks did extremely well with 
them, and you are now taking 
credit for the fines that were col­ 
lected as the result of what he 
did. He started these cases and 
won them in court before you 
people got in on the act.” 
"We have not been idle, as­ 
serted Loevinger. one-time law 
partner of Agriculture Secretary 
Orville Freeman and member of 
the Minnesota Supreme Court. 
“If you will look at your own 
figures,” continued Rooney, “you 
will see that under Bicks there 
were 36 major anti-trust prose­ 
cutions as compared to two in a 
similar period in this Admini­ 
stration. Isn’t that a pretty good 
indication that there was much 
more anti-trust activity in the 
previous Administration titan in 
this ore?” 
“I would say it moans we 
have not gotten as many cases 
to a decision,” argued Loeving- 
er. “We have a number of cases 
in the investigation stage. 
It 
takes time to file and prosecute 
them.” 
“Well, I hope the record shows 
better results in the future than 
it 
does so 
far,” said 
Rooney 
•dryly. 
“I’m confident it will,” insist­ 
ed Loevinger. “As our investiga­ 
tions are completed, we will be 
filing a number of major oases. 
I can assure you there will be 
no lag on that.” 
“That remains to be seen,” 
said 
Rooney skeptically. “So 
far, the record isn’t very promis­ 
in g ”

Khrushchev has been told firm­ 
ly the United States will not agree 
to that. 
One gets the impression that the 
Kremlin plans soon to take the 
bull by the horns and sign a sepa­ 
rate treaty with East Germany 
which, theoretically, would assign 
all Soviet obligations in Berlin to 
the East German ' regime.

The resulting figure is the “as­ 
set value per share’ — the actual 
value behind each share of the 
fund. For most funds the asset 
value per share is the redemption 
price — the amount of money 
yew will receive if you redeem 
your shares. Some mutual funds 
do charge a redemption fee of 
about I percent. In the case of 
those hinds, the redemption price 
is less than the asset value, 
Because the figures used to 
compute the per share asset value 
change almost constantly, the mu­ 
tual funds must go through these 
calculations at least once a day. 
Most mutual funds do it twice a 
day. 
A shareholder who redeems his 
shares gets whatever redemption 
price is in effect at the time his 
shares are turned in. 
Most mutual 
funds “p r i c e 
shares” at the close of each busi­ 
ness day and at the middle of each 
business day. In a typical case, 
the price figured at the close of a 
business day goes into effect at 
4:30 p.m. and remains in effect 
until ll a.m. the following business 
day. Then the midday pricing 
goes into effect — until 4:30 p.m. 
As can be seen in these cases, 
you buy or redeem your shares at 
prices already established — even 
though the underlying value of the 
shares may have gone higher or 
lower as the result of rise or fall 
in value of the securities which 
the fund holds. 
However, some funds “price 
foreward.” This means that you 
buy or redeem shares at prices 
that will be established at the next 
pricing — not the previous pricing. 
In any case, whatever method 
each fund uses is spelled out in 
the prospectus Issued by that fund.
